negotiations. with the Italian govern- 
ment -fqr permission for him to pass 
through that country. 


Paris, April 2.—Reports that Former 
Emperor Charles has finally given up 
his attempt to regain the Hungarian 
throne and will return to his exile in 
Switzerland, without, however, consent- 
ing formally Lo abdicate, as reo.ues.texl 
by representatives of the Hungarian 
government, were not confirmed here 
this morning. The.se reports emanated 
from exactly the same sources as the 
new.< received late Thursday that he 
•was marching toward Uudap.est with a 
force varying from 1500 to lii.OOO men.

I have gone into the construction of 


the transmission in rather great detail. 
This I have done in order to help you 
take care of the car (proper lubrication 
being: about all the care the transmis- 
sion requires), so much as ,to give a 
help in the proper driving of it. 


It is well known that th,e most diffi- 


cult thing a driver has to do is to shift 
the gears. Few have trouble in shift- 
ing from first to second or from second 
to high, but there are a surprisingly 


the- gear E will make, say, three revo- 
Ijjtions to onfe of J. The latter is also 
true of the intermediate speeds, gears 
K :md F, K making three revolutions 
for one, of F, but because the circumfer- 
ence of the gear K is greater than that 


I of E the lineal speed of its teeth will 
I be greater than those of E, while F, 
I being smaller in circumference than J, 
its teeth will travel slower than the 
teeth of J. 


Thus we see that when traveling on 


low gear the teeth of the intermediate 
gear connected to the rear wheels will 


i travel slower than those of the inter- 


au under 'this condition they should be 
Mpeeded, up. 


Unfortunately it takes skill and prac 


tice in the manipulation of .the 
gas, 


clutch And g«ar lever to accomplish 
this. 


When climbing a hill the car will 


tend to slow down the Instant the gears 
are thrown to neutral, which will part- 
ly give the same effect as speeding up 
the engine driven gears, so that when 
climbing a hill and it is desired to 
shift down, a quick shift, the pressure 
being placed on the hand lever before 
the clutch is thrown out, will accom- 
plish the result. 


When descending a hill, because the 
car wants to increase in speed, the dif- 
•flculty of 
shifting 
downward is In- 
creased. When climbing a 
hill 
the 


clutch Will not be left disengaged for 
any length of time, or the car will lose 
desired momentum. In descending this 
is not the case, and many will find that 
when desiring to 
shift 
down, if the 
gears are brought to neutral and the 
clutch be then engaged for a second 
while the engine is given a little gas, 
that those gears connected to the en- 
gine will be made to "spin." If 
the 
gears are then instantly meshed, with 
clutch out, the shift will prove easy. 
Unless a driver can shift under all 


circumstances, he is not the -master of 
his car. 


It will be found that hardly any two 
makes of cars, because of the differ- 
ence in weight of clutch and the dif- 
ference in clutch brake action, etc., will 
act alike, and no positive rule for shift- 
ing can be given. 
Only by practice 


With a little reasoning as above can 
you master your shifting. 


The transmission needs little atten- 


tion, but there are some features of it 
which require a little explanation. 


The way in which the transmission 
is most neglected is in carelessness in 
looking to its lubrication. The filling 
with grease or oil is generally a 


and disagreeable Job, and so is left until 
the last possible moment. 


AH the load comes on but three or 


four teeth at a time, ana thus comes 
on but a small amount of surface, the 
wear, when there la lack of lubrication, 
will be very quick, and will result in 
the thinning and so weakening of the 
teeth that in time they will break off 
or strip. So it is important that the 
lubrication of the transmission be care- 
fully looked after, and the driver should 
take the cover off and see if'lh*re 1» 
the proper level of grease in'it'about 
every 1,500 miles. 


The question is often asked as to 


which is the better lubricant for the 
transmission—a heavy oil or a tffease 
The writer favors a grease or non 
fluid oil, provided that this grease haw 
two properties; 
namely, it must flow 


very freely even in cold weather, .and 
it must stick to the finger or a piece 
of metal when inserted in it, and etick 
in quite a mass. 


If a grsase does not flow freely, it 


will be spattered about and stick to 
the sides and top of the housing, with 
the result that the gears soon run dry. 
It is because of this 
tendency 
that 


many advocate the heavy oil instead of 
the grease. 
There are some greases 


which will flow more freely on real cold 
days than will some of the heavy oils. 


Unless the^re'ise has the-property 


of sticking both to metal when placed 
in it, and to itself, it will not be carried 
up .so as to lubricate the teeth of the 
gears where they come in contact. 
Certain cars use the same oil as is 


used in the engine 
to lubricate the 


transmission. gears, 
the oil being 


pumped over the gears and theri run- 
ning bark into the crank case of the 
engine. Where this is the case, no 
grease or oil must 
be put into 
the 


transmission. 
As to the proper level of the grease 


or oil, where the transmission is de- 
signed with the gears on the secondary 
shaft placed below those on the main 


•haft, the level should be such that the 
small low-epeed gear just dips into the 
grease or oil, while if the gt?ara are 
placed side by side, or on 
the same 


level, the largest of the intermediate 
'gears* should juet flip into the grease. 
By a study of the 
drawings of the 
transmission it will be readily seen why 
this should be so.

YOUR BATTERY 


"The automobile storage battery is 


quite human-like in ,som,e respect," said 
H. E. Cavendish of the F. M. Rugg 
(Electric Co., L'SL Service Station repre- 
sentative for this section, discussing 
battery problems yesterday. 
"Like a human being it requires food 


and exercise in order to keep in normal 
healHh. Even though it remains idle it 
must still have food and attention. Too 
much food—as in the case of a man who 
habitually overeats—wUl cause it to be- 
come sluggish and diseased 
On the 
other hand too tittle food will bring on 
a state of bu'ttery exhaustion which may 
result in death by starvation. 


"EIectricit> is the sustenance that 
nourishes the battery. The battery is 
being fed while it is being charged. 
It 
must assimilate the electric fluid in 
sufficient quantities as food is assimi- 
lated by the human stomach. Too much 
—and indigestion follows. The battery's 
digestion process consists of the forma- 
tion of spongj lead and lead peroxide 
from the lead compounds 
at 
hand. 


When all the materials has been thus 
transmuted 
the battery requires no 


more food for the present. 
Further 


feeding will sinrplv mean wasted energy.

Of those who can 
do this while ascending a hill or driv 
ing on the level, many cannot do it 
•while going clown hill. 


I believe it will be worth 
while, 


therefore, to study the action of the 
gears under these varying conditions. 


In order to mesh (that is, to connect 
together) two gears they should be re- 
volving so that the speed of the teeth 
on their circumference is the same Or 
nearly so. If there is much difference 
in this speed the meshing 
will be 


difficult. 
Consider the illustration When in 


low gear, the lineal speed of the teeth 
on gears E and J will be the same, but 


mediate gear connected to the engine. 
So in shifting,from first to second it is 
desirable to have those gears connected 
to the engine slow down. 
By the same reasoning it can be 


shown that 
the 
same is true when 


shifting from second to third. 
Fortunately, when the clutch is dis- 


engaged and the moment thegears are 
thrown out, all those connected to the 
engine will slow down of their own ac- 
cord, this slowing down being helped 
by the clutch brake. For this reason 
shifting "up" 
is compartively 
easy. 


With many cars a slight hesitation in 
neutral will make the shift easy. 
When shifting from third to second 


or second to first, the reverse action 
of the engine driven gears is desired,

Interior Body Beauty. 


The condition of the aliminative or- 
gans, which become sluggish if neg- 
lected, is one great cause of women los- 
ing their beauty early in life.

New Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 


And HGW It Fixes Utility Service Rates

Public

•Ahici) you shall pay for public util- 
ity services? 


To most Obioans this commis- 


sion is a rather vague and myste- 
rious body which they know sits in 
Columbus, but about whose meth- 
ods and activities they know very 
little, if anything. 


The commission as at present 


constituted 
is made up of Mr. 


George 
T. Poor, of Cincinnati, 


chairman; Mr. Elisha A. Tinker, of 
Chillieotbe, and Mr. Charles C. 
Marshall, of Sidney. 


Ohio's utilities commission has 


been in existence for ten years. It 
has important powers over the 
rates, service, practices and financ- 
ing of utilities, but comparatively 
few citizens of the state know the 
exact extent of these powers and 
bow the^ are applied by the com- 
mission. 


It should be borne in mind that 


all municipalities of the state have 
what is known as "home rule" in 
so far as the fixing of ratet for gas, 
electric light, power, water and 
steam heating services are con- 


• cerned. 
Rates of companies sup- 


plying -hese services may be fixed 
by ordinance of council. 
If the 


company accepts the ordinance, a 
valid contract is created and there 
is nothing for the commission to do. 
It, however, tin terms of the ordi- 
nance are such as the company can- 
not accept, then the commission 
may be called upon through appeal 
proceedings 
io 
establish 
what 


would be a just and reasonable 
figure. 


"Wateied Stock" Impossible. 
When such an appeal comes be- 


fore the commission the rate is 
fixed only after a physical valuation 
of the company's property has been 
made by expert engineers, and then 
the price established is set at a 
figure just higli enough to meet the 
,cost of producing the service and 
yield $ reasonable return upon the 
actual investment in the property 


No attention whatever is paid b> 


the commission in fixing rates to 
the amount of stock or bonus o 
other securities issued by a utiiitj 
company, hence the cry' for rates 
being based upon "watered stock' 
is but a bogey, as "watered stock" 
in utility companies is an impossi 
bility. 


Moreover, over since the estab 


llshment ot ttfe commission, al 
securities issmd by public ut.ilit. 
Companies mnsi-be approved by th 
commission before their issuanc 
and they ;in: onl> permitted to b 
•old After tli^ Qommiisioo it satis

fled that the money is to be wisely, 
prudently and economically invest- 
ed in the property. 


Right of Appeal. 


In making the valuation, utility 


companies are not given the ad van- 
age of abnormally high prices be- 
cause it is and has been the prac- 
.ice of the commission to strike an 
average on the cost of -material 
over a period of seven years. 
? 


Another factor that prevents any 


njustice being done by reason of 
the commission's acts is that both 
the public and the utility companies 
always have the right of appeal to 
the supreme court if either feels 
that there is necessity for a. review 
of the case by the highest judicial 
jody in the state. 


The state laws under which the 


commission 
operates 
specifically 


exempt street car companies from 
having their rates fixed by the com- 
mission. 
Rates of-telephone com- 


panies are established in the first 
instance by the commission because 
these companies generally are en- 
gaged in inter-city business with 
numerous 
rural 
lines and 
sub- 


scribers so that it would not appear 
proper to give individual city and 
village councils the right to fix the 
rates to be charged for telephone 
service. 


Serves in Other Ways. 


Besides its rate-making powers, 


the commission serves the people in 
many other manners. For example, 
there is r\ service complaint depart- 
ment where scores of complaints 
are adjusted and misunderstand- 
ings ironed out each day. There is 
the 
railroad department, 
which, 


during coal shortages^ has kept 
many Ohio citiea and villages from 
freezing. h;is given protection 
to 


people at hundreds of dangerous 
railroad crossings in thn state, lias 
sucnred fi'uuilit cars when wheat 
was spoiliiiR fot lack of (hem. has 
hart its ms;irrtois rule hundred* ot 
mili>« w i t l i i-nrloiid:i of binder twine 
ao that Ohio farmers might harvest 


wheat.
